1 . Claims 1-9, 1 1-23, 25-30 and 32-46 are still pending for examination. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 2/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-13, 17-20, 22-23, 25-26, 30, 32-33 and 
35-43 over Jonhson is respectfully maintained and incorporated by reference as set 
forth in the last office action. Also the other rejections over claims 4, 14-15, 21 , 27-28, 
34 and 44-45 over Jonhson in view of Saitoh are also maintained and incorporated by 
reference as set forth in the last office action. 

In the remark applicant argued that Johnson does not tech or suggest each and 
every element of claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-13, 17-20, 22-23, 25-26, 30, 32-33 and 35-43. In 
reply, Johnson does teaches and suggests those every elements of claims as indicated 
in the previous office action on pages 4-20. 

Moreover, in the remark applicant further argued that Saitoh does nothing 
to cure the deficiency of Jonhson. In reply, the argument is kind of attacking the 
references individually. And, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981 ); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091 , 
231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Claims 16, 29 and 46 are allowed.
